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LOHRUM EXPLAINS 


How Three Orooks Got Out of the 
Work- House. 


ALLOWED TO PUTIN DOUBLE ‘MME TO 
SHORTEN THEIR SENTENCE. 


Chief Harrigan’s Demand for an Investi- 
gation—The Law Looked Up-—Presi- 
dent MoMath ofthe B. P. I. @ives His 
Views—Records of the Men. 


The clerks in the office of the President of 
the Board of Pablic Improvements have 
been unable, after diligent search, to find 
the alleged orderof the board upon which 
Supt. John O. Lohrum released three pick- 
pockets from the Work-house. The release 
of these prisoners 
Chief of Police, who knowing that the 
fines of the men, $500 each, should 
have kept them in confinement and at hard 
labor for at least six months, asked the 
Mayor whether he had released them, and 
the latter, having taken no such action, re- 
quested the Board of Public Improvement 
to institute an investigation. Members of 
the board visited the Work-house 
yesterday and put Supt. Lohrum 
through a course of questioning, 
without receiving any information 
that the men referred to had been legally re- 
leased. This morning Mr. Lohrum’s official 
report to the Mayoron this matter reached 
the City Hall. It is as follows: 

LOBRUM’S REPORT. 
WorK-nOUSE, Sr. Louis, May 16, 1894. 
Hon. C. P. Walbridge, Mayor: 

Sin-In revly to communication of the 15th 
Inst., relative to the release of Patrick Me- 
Nichols, Martin Spellman and John Hardy, 
fined Jan. 81, 1884, and committed to this 
institution, I wish to inform your honor 
that the above-named risoners were 
released May 10, 1894, on expiration of three 
months and eleven days actual time of servi- 
tude from Jan. 81, 1894. Each of the above 
named prisoners being entitled to ninety odd 
days’ overtime (as per report of macadam 
foreman in charge), made breaking macadam 
inthe quarry from Feb. 20 to May 2, 1894, 
allowing one day overtime for every fifty feet 
Drokes Over the regular task of fifty cubic 
feet exacted from prisoners physically able 
to perform same. 

Sec. 1762 of the Revised Ordinance of the 
city of St. Louis provides that all prisoners 
required to work before sunrise or after sun- 
set shall be allowed extra pay at the rate of 
IS cents per hour. On recommendation of 
the Superintendent of the Werk-house, 
some ‘years ago, the plan of 
breaking macadam by prisoners for 
overtime work was suggested to the honora- 
bile Board of Public Improvements, allowing 
one day for every 50 cubic feet of macadam 
broken over se cubit feet for each day’s 
work, in accordance with sec. 1762 of 
the revised ordinance; and the Superintend- 
ent was ordered by the honorable board to 
adopt the same, which custom 
has been m vogue since; and the 
above namen prisoners were released 
under the usual custom. Trusting that I 
have done my duty in releasing the above 
named, I have the honor to remain, very re- 
spectfully yours, JOHN C. LOWRUM, 

Superintendent Work-house, 

Per John J. Denehey, Clerk. 

Sec. 1. 762, to which Mr. Lohrum refers, 
reads: 

The Superintendent shall keep all per- 
sons committed to the Work-house at such 
useful and profitable labor as their health 
and strength will*permit, ten hours each 
day; but no prisoner shall be required to 
work before suprise orafter sunset, except 
in extraordinary cases, and then he shall be 
allowed extra pay at the rate of 15 cents per 
bour.’”’

The members of the 
Board of Public Improvements who visited 
the Work-house yesterday had asked fora 
copy of the alleged order under which 
Lonrum had released the three pickpockets, 
but it could not be produ . 

This morning, however, the secretary of 
the board found that on June 21, 1881, the 
proposition submitted by the Superintendent 
of the Work- house on June 16, 1881, was ap- 

roved, allowing the breaking of fifty cubic 

eet of macadam to constitue a day’s work. 
But there is nothing in the order authorizing 
the Superintendent of the Work- house to give 
prsoners working on macadam contracts the 
right to get In two and one-half days’ time in 
one day; and it is not believed that such was 
the intent of the order, in view of the fact 
that prisoners engaged upon no other class 
of work are given credit for more than one 
day for each ten hours’ consecutive labor. 
But this is not the most remarkable thing 
connected with the release of these pris- 
oners. 

The allowance of prisoners who are serving 
out fines is 50 cents a day, with 3) cents de- 
ducted for board, being a net credit of $1 for 
every five days. Ac log to this plan, each 
ofthe three men would have been called on 
for 2,500 days” service,and it would have 
taken each of them 1,000 days 
to serve his fine if he 
had cracked cadam, rain or 
ehine,at the rate of 225 cubic feet, or two and 
one-half days’ tasks, in each working day. 
Vhnerefore the plan under which they were

FORGED DOCUMENT.

Certificate of Inspection on Which Suit 
Is Brought. 


Suit for $2,080 damages was brought yester - 
day against Ohief Grain Inspector Joseph M. 
Shea in the Circuit Court. The plaintif® is 
the firm W. R. Mumford & Co. of Chicago, 
represented by Attorneys Hoff and Van 
Valkenburgh of Kansas City. The complaint 
is based on the following statements: 

That on Feb. 17 Inspector O’Shea, through 
Deputy H. Abraham, in Kan- 
sas City, issued certificates of in- 
spection for eight cars of wheat 
which J. D. Richland claimed to have on the 
Kansas City Belt Line in Rock Island cars. 
The Mumford company cashed a draft for 
$2,080 which J. D. Richland & Co. presented. 
They never secured the grain and eharge 
that it was never inspected at all. 

The plaintif® accordingly seeksto recover 
The bond is 
$50,000. The sureties are John B. O’Meara, 
E. 8. Kenna, John O'Day. A. A. Vitt, John 
Mueller, Herman Wiesel, Charles Reinhard

SAYS IT 16 A FORGERY. 

Inspector O'Shea was found at the office in 
the Rialto Bullßamg this morning. He 
divined the purpose of the call and did not 
walt for questions. ‘**There is nothing in

forgeries. But this paper will tell the whole 
story, and he handed the reporter the fol- 
lowing type-written statement: 

A a coneern sailing under the name of 
J. D. Richiand Grain Oo. in Kansas City. Mo., sya 
termatica/ly robbed a number of commission houses 
in St. Louis, as well as in Chicago and elsewhere. 
last February. Their manner of procedure 
was first to make an actual shipment of grain 
te various parties in the usual manner 
of transacting such business. They would draw 
against the shipment, accompanying the draft with 
the bill ef lading and certificate ef inspection. The 
transection proving regularin every respect, gained 
ford. D hland Grain Co. the cenfidence of their 
consignees, whereupon they commenced thair 
swindling operations dy drawing on the same 
parties for grain purporting to have been 
shipped as evidenced by forged bills of lading and 
ferged inspection certificates. Capt. Wm. M. 
Price, lately of St. Louis, was then ana is pow is 
full charge of the State rein aspee ton ‘at 
Kansas (City, Mo. Certificates of inspection cre 
simply an evidenee of grade used only asa basis 
of settlement between the buyer and the seller, 
and are never issued out of any office in 
this department until the report of the Assistant 
Grain Iospector hes been received and fled in his 
respeetive office. inthis case there was no inspec- 
tion of grain reported by the inspector. nor were 
there any certificates of inspection issued 
from that or any other offiee in 
this department. The certificate of inspection as 
well as the Bilis of lading accompanying the draits 
eovering the fraudulent shipments were torgeries. 
The firm of J. D. Riehland Grain Co. suddenly dis- 
appeared after cashing their drafts on the frauaa- 
lent shipments, and the Board of Trade of Kansas 
City has offered a large reward for their apprehen- 
sion and arrest. 

Inspector O’Shea called attention to the 
fact thatthe words Belt Line“ in the cer- 
tificates were stamped while no such stamp 
bad ever been used inthe Kansas City office 
or elsewhere. The lithographed signua- 
ture of Inspector O’Shea is attested 
by the signature in writing of Deputy F. H. 
Abraham of the Kansas City office, which 
Mr. O’Shea claims is a forgery. He further 
sald there is a record kept of every certificate 
issued and every inspection, and that no 
such records are to be found in Kansas City. 

He could not account for the forgery, 
whether a new plate was struck by Richland 
& Co. or the blanks stolen. 

The certificates served merely to attest the 
grade of grain. The prima facie evidence of 
the presence ofthe grain was the Dill of 
lading. 

OTHER HOUSES SUFFERED. 

As a number of st. Louis and Chicago 
houses suffered from similar transactions to 
that complained of by Mumford & Co., In- 
spector O’Shea and his bondsmen would 


probably have their hands full should this 
suit be successful. However, he believes it 
will give him no trouble whatever. 


THE BLANKS GENUINE. 
Vice-President Daniel P, Byrne of the Red- 
mond Cleary Commission Go. said they lost 


over $600 and would probably wait the issue 
of the suit brought by Mumford & Oo. 

Wm. Kyrne said the bilis of iading were 
undoubtedly forgeries and very clever ones, 
but the stamp used was not exactly correct. 
All grain bills of lading in Kansas City pass 
through the joint agent’s hands and are 
stamped at his office. 

„Wulle the Dills of lading are manifest 
forgefies,’’ he added, 'the certificates of in- 
spection that strengthen them are confessed- 
ly genuine. Inspector O'Shea told Mr, 
Cleary the blanks were all right. He said 
they were Kept locked up like other valuable 
papers, and he could not account for their 
use by the swindliers. What figure the for- 
gery of Deputy Abraham’s signature would 
cut, remains for the courts to decide. Of 
course it is not impossible that some clerk at 
Kansas City assisted the sharpers.

HAD BLED TO DEATH WHEN HE WAS 


DISCOVERED. 


Was Out of Work and in Debt to His 
Boarding Boss—WNellie Morris’ attempt 
to Oommit Suicide Was Caused by a 
Quarrel She Had With Her Lover. 


Oarl Schiermeyer, @ Carpenter, 40 years of 
age and unmarried, was found dead in bed at 
10 o’clock this morning at his boarding-house, 
No. 1918 North Fifteenth street. His throat 
and both his wrists were cut and 
a bloody razor found in the room told 
how he had inflicted the wounds. S&chier- 
meyer had been out of work for 
some time and his suicide 
was due to despondency, Mrs. Godejoha nn 
with whom de boardedjand her child found 
the body. ; 


Schiermeyer retired &s usual last night. 
This morning be did nat appear for break- 
fast and at9o’clock Mus. Godejohann sent 
one of her boarders, Henry Sudhoff, up to 
his room to find out what was the matter. 
Sudhof pounded on the door, which was 
locked, and called gut ‘the carpenter’s 
name, but received no re nee. Finally he 
concluded that the man was still asleep, and 
not Caring to disturb bim, went away. 

At10 o’clock Schiermeyer had not yet ap- 
peared and his landlady kept wondering what 
could detain him so long in his room. 
She spoke about it 80 often 
that the children in the house decided to in - 
vestigate. .

A QUARREL WITH HER LOVER 


The Real Reason of Nellie Merris’ At- 
tempt on Her Life. 


A lovers’ quarrel seems to have been the 
prompting motiveinthe attempt at suicide 
made by Nelife Morris last Thursday night 
The girl’s lite has not been a happy one, 
more than the usual amount of this world’s 
sorrow having fallento her lot. Although 
she is but 20 years of age she has 
been married and is now securing a divorce. 
Her latest tr ouble she refuses to discuss, but 
she does not deny thatthe quarrel with her 
sweetheart caused her to wish for death. 

She married a man named Lee Leveck in 
Lidgefied, III., in July, 1892, but left him ina 
few months and went to live with her 
brother, George Morris, in Mt. Vernon. Three 
months ago she left there and cameto St. 
Louts to earn her living. She went to board 
at 1735 Morgan street with a Mrs. Stillman. 

While here she met George Ries, a 
printer. The two became very much at- 
tached and according to the girl’s story he 
wished her to onen ee herself to marry him 
but she says she deciined. A week ago last 
Friday they quarreled and she has not seen 
him sines. 

Last Thursday afternvon she purchased a 
dime’s worthof laudanum and went down 
town. She drank the drug on Broadway and 
returned home to die. She suffered in silence 
until 9 o’ clock at night when, death not hav- 
ing come to her relief, she confessed what 
she had done and medical atten dance saved 
her life. 

She was well enough this morning to tell 
her own story, but sho carefully avoided 
giving the cause of her deed. She told of the 
quarrel with Ries and when asked if this did 
not furnish the motive, simply, replied:

THE ESCAPE OF ASSASSIN ARGUELLAS 
CAUSING AN INTERNATIONAL BOW. 


The Restoration of King Clarence to the 
Mosquito Throne by England—Capt. 
Watson and Minister Baker Ordered 
to Investigate—State and Navy Offi- 
cials Greatly Disturbed — Reprisals 
Threatened. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 19.—The officials 
of the State and Navy Departments are 
greatly disturbed by the latest news from 
Bluefields, Official advices and press dis- 
patches come in toshowa very serious state 
ofaffairs, involving the relations of the 
United States, not only with Nicaragua and 
the Mosquito Indians, but with Great Brit- 
ain. Disquieting reports have been received 
describing the escape of Arguellas, the mur- 
derer of the American, Wilson, andthe re- 
instatement ofthe Mosquito Ohief Clarence 
by the commander of the British man-of-war 
Magicienne, and the British Consul is quoted 
as asserting a principle with regard to Great 
Britain’s right to interfere with the affairs of 
Nicaragua that the United States must vigor - 
ously oppose. 

A DISPATCH FROM WATSON. 

The following brief dispatch was received 
at the Navy Department this afternoon from 
Capt. Watson ofthe San Francisco, proba- 
bly written on the llth inst., though bearing 
no date, having been forwarded to New Or- 
leans by steamer and thence by telegraph : 

Arguellas escaped. I send this by steamer to New 
Orleans. WaTsoOn. 

This official dispatch, confirming the story 
of the escape of Arguellas, caused great con- 
cern inj Administration circles. Arguellas, 
who is Governor of Rama, shot and killed 
William Wilson, an American citizen, under 
circumstances whieh mark the crime as 
peculiarly atrocious. President Cleveland 
promptly instructed Minister Baker to de- 
mand the arrest and confinement of Arguel- 
las and his trial at the earliest possible date. 

ARGUELLAS FAVORED. 
Minister Baker laid the President's demand 
before the Nicaraguan authorities, but, in 
t Kia best efforts, he did not succeed in 
accomplis hing 
rival of Capt. Watson in the San Francisco. 
Then President Zeiaya reluctantly deposed 
Arguellas from his position, but did not con- 
fine bim in prison until it was reported in 
Bluefields that another cruiser had been sent 
to enforce the President’s demands. 

It is now less than a week since the State 
Department received a dispatch from Minis- 
ter Baker announcing that Arguellas had 
deen confined, and that the Nicaraguan Gov- 
ernment had pledged itself to see that he was 
promptly tried. 

THE ASSASSIN’S ESOAPE. 

Following upon these events, comes the 
story of Ar«uellas’ escape oa May 9, which 
shows that before the receipt of Minister 
Baker’s re-assuring dispatch, the criminal 
was already atlarge. Owing to the peculiar 
circumstances surrounding the case, the of- 
Actals of the Administration are unable to 
conceal their conviction that the escape of 
Arguellas has been connived at by the 
Nicaraguan authorities, and thatin it they 
have attempted to find a loop-bole out of the 
uncomfortable position in which they were 
placed by the vigorous measures taken by 
the Navy Department to bring Arguellas to 
trial. 

INSTRUCTIONS TO WATSON AND BAKER, 

Promptly upon the receipt of Capt. Wat- 
son’s dispatch to-day Acting Secretary Me- 
Adoo took a copy of it over to the State De- 
partment and hada half hour’s conference 


with Acting Secretary Uhl. 
to instruct Capt. Watson and Minister Baker 
to investigate the circumstances under 
Arguellas escaped and to notify the depart- 
ment at once. If it is shown that the Nie- 
araguan authorities assisted Arguelias in 
his fight drastic measures will be promptly 
adopted to ag the offenders and their 
Government to Kk, even to the extent of 
making reprisals upon Nicaragua. .

country a right of influence, direction or con-

That this Government was justified in so 
assuming, may amply be demonstrated not 
only by the consideration of the expressed 
design of the convention, but also by its par- 
ticular provisions, Among these m be 
designated as of unequivocal significance 
the fourth article of the treaty, by which it 
is provided tbat nothing in the treaty shall 
be construed te prevent the Mosquito Indians 
at any future time from agreeing to absolute 
incorporation into the RepuDlic of Nicaragua 
on the same footing as other citizens of 
the Republic, and om subjecting them- 
selves tobe governed by the general laws 
and regulationsof the Republic, instead of 

their customs and regulations. This pro- 
vision merely emphasise the fact of the ac- 
tual, substantial incorporation of the Mos- 
quito Indians into the Republic of Nicaragua, 
and clearly contemplates the ultimate ana 
absolute extinguishment of their semi- 
sexregated existence.’’ 


BRITISH INTERFERENCE. 


In spite of this construction of the treaty 
of Managua, Great Britain for many years 
steadfastly maintained her right to inter- 
fere between the Nicaraguan Government 


and the Mosquito Indians whenever the in- 
torests of the latter . to do in dan- 
ger. subsequently the treaty of Managua 
was practically superseded by a decision of 
the Emperor of Austria, towhom had been 
referred the disputes between Great Bri- 
tain, Nicaragua and the Mosquito Indians. 
This decision was explicit as tothe rights 
of the Nicaraguans and the Mosquito 0 
oer oa tp on the — — of the 
right o reat Britain to com caragua 
to respect the autonomy of the vadians. 


NO PROTECTORATE. 


That the present Government of Great 
Britaio does not assert a protectorate over 
the Mosquito Reservation, Consul Hatch’s 


declarat tothe contrary —— 
cent report to Congress made by Secretary 
Gresham on the landing of British marines 
from the Cleopatra: 

A Gispatch just received from Mr. Bayard 
reports an interview held by him yesterday 
day with her majesty’s Secretary of State 
Kimberly, from 
whom it was learned that her majesty’s 
Government had given no instructions in the 
premises, and was awaiting information, 
which, when received, would be fully and 
instantly communicated to the Government 
ofthe United States. His lordship stated 
that by atelegram of Marché the British 
Consul at Greytown had informed 
the British Minister at. Guatemala 
City, that Nicaraguan forces had 
suddenly taken possession of Biueflelds, dis- 
playing the flag of the Mosquito Indians and 
treating the local authorities and inhab- 
itants with violence and harshness. Fear- 
ing disorders and dangers to the residents in 
the territory, a British ship-of-war had vis- 
ited Bluetelds, with the result of ro- 
placing the flag of the Mosquito In- 
Gians and restoring trangulillity pending an 
understanding as to the question involved.’’
